Decision to Postpone Interment Permits Thousands to 
View Body—Preparations for Conclave to Elect 
New Pope Are Made. 


Rome, Jan. 24.— The traditional 
pin© days’ funeral ceremonies for 
tho late Pope Benedict XV, began 
at 9:30 o ’clock this m orning, when 
mass w as celebrated by th e senior 
canon of St. Peters Cathedral. 
A 
sim ilar cerefnony will oe conducted 
each (morning for the succeeding 
right days. 
The burial of the pon­ 
tiff will not take place until tom or­ 
row and the body will rem ain In 
H ate until noon W ednesday. 
As the requiem mass was celebrat­ 
ed this morning th e Julian choir 
sang softly in the chapel. 
Th© senior canon gave absolution 
gt the papal bier. 
The decision to defer tho entomb* 
In e a t of Pope Benedict XV until to­ 
morrow gave thousands of 
devout 
Catholics an opportunity 
to 
pay 
their devotions while the body rest­ 
ed in stat© in the basilyea of 
St. 
Peters today. 
It was a scene 
of 
awe, splendor and grief as the un­ 
ending line of m ourners passed be­ 
fore the scarlet catafalque w ith its 
passive occupant. 
A congregation of cardinals had 
beon held early In the day and they 
expressed the wish th a t m easures 
be taken to preserve the body for 
th e view of the thousands who had 
been unable to enter St. 
Peters, 
Monday. 
Announcem ent was mad© 
early 
in the m orning, th a t 
the 
body 
would be exhibited in state all day 
long and possibly tomorrow with 
burial tom orrow evening. The body 
will be placed In a crypt in St. Pet­ 
ers grotto between th© tom bs 
of 
Queen Christine of ’Sweden 
and 
Pope Piux VI. 
Thousands of visitors have pour­ 
ed into Rome over 
night, ’ and 
shortly after dawn a long lin e he* 
gan form ing outside of St. Peters 
m arshalled by police and soldiers. 
There w ere 4,000 soldiers en guard 
and m ost of th© policemen in Rom© 
w ere stationed in th© piazza pf St. 
Peters. 
Mechanical preparations for the 
conclave w ere begun today < when 
masons commenced 
to 
seal

completely th e room in which th e 
papal ©lection will

conducted. 
Th© telephone wires will have to be 
removed.

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DODGE PAID $825,000 FOR CHOWN NECKLACE. 


Mystery surrounding the purchase price of the ill-fated pearl 
necklace of Catharine of Russia, purchased by Horace E. Dodge 
for his wife, just previous to his death, was cleared by a state­ 
ment from Howard Bloomer, chairman of the Board of Directors 
of Dodge Brothers, and executor of the Dodge estate, that Mr. 
Dodge paid $825,000 for it. 
Benquiat Brothers are suing Cartier, Inc., of New York, who 
made the sale for $380,000, which they claim is still due them as 
their share of the profits in handling the necklace. They brought 
the necklace to this country from Russia, where it was a part of 
the Bolshevist spoils from the Russian crown jewels. 
The local office of the treasury department is interesting itself 
to learn if duty was paid on the necklace when it was brought into 
the country. If the necklace was smuggled suit may be brought 
against Mrs. Dodge for 60 per cent of its value. If this were col­ 
lected it would bring the cost of the necklace up to $1,320,000. 
Persons close to Mrs. Dodge say that she had no knowledge of | 
the necklace being smuggled and they doubt if Mr. Dodge had. 
“Inasmuch as we have not been advised of an entry in the cus­ 
toms of duty paid On such a necklace we are working on the as­ 
sumption that there is cause for investigation,” said P. H. Gard­ 
ner, United States Treasury agent. 
“The Government could 
bring civil action against Mrs. Dodge if the pearls were smuggled.” 
“Mrs. Dodge has been in mourning since the death of her 
husband. She never wore the jewels but tw ice and concluded last 
fall that her daughter, Mrs. Cromwell, would have more use for 
the jewels than she. She sent them to Philadelphia, where Mrs. 
Cromwell lives. They were sent by express. It was decided that 
was safer than sending them by a personal messenger.” 
What a nuisance to be so “handicapped” by wealth. 
Mrs. 
Dodge, at Detroit, could not wear the jewels on the street except 
as accompanied by a police officer, and Mrs. Cromwell, at Phila­ 
delphia, will have the same trouble. A woman on the street with 
such a wealth of jems around her neck, is a temptation to thieves 
far and away ahead of the uncertainty of the contents of a mail 
bag which so many are risking nowadays.

PASTOR MAY TELL ONE OF FLOCK NOT TO WED. 
Clergymen have a right to counsel members of their flock 
against marriage if such marriage might prove harmful to health 
and dangerous to the welfare of children born of such union. That 
view was taken by a jury that decided the $5000 slander suit 
brought by William E. Courtright against the Rev. W. S. Crandall, 
pastor of the Simpson Street Methodist Episcopal 
Church of 
Scranton, Pa. The jury returned a verdict for the minister after 
deliberation of only fifteen minutes. 
Courtright sued for slander on the allegation that what the 
clergyman told his fiance, Miss Eleanor Warner, of Ashley, con­ 
cerning his health and the history of his family resulted in the 
breaking of theii; engagement. 
The minister answered that whatever he did was without 
malice and wholly in the line of service of pastor to a member of 
his flock. He denied telling her that Courtright was physically 
unfit for marriage, but said he told her the family history of the 
Courtright family were cripples and that some were insane. 
Miss Warner testified she had broken her engagement before 
going to her pastor, and what he had told her was not such as to 
warrant her in going ahead with her marriage plans if she had* 
such intention.

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Some Aspects of the 
Farmers’ Problems 


By BERNARD M. BARUCH

relief from their Ills, they are plan- 
paralleled volume and intensity of de- 
nlng to form pools, Inaugurate farm- 
termined, if not angry, protest, and an J era 
ominous swarming of occupational con- 
feiene's, Interest groupings, political 
movements and propaganda. 
Such a 
turmoil cannot but arrest our atten­ 
tion. 
Indeed, it demands our careful 
study and examination. It Is not like­ 
ly that six million aloof and ruggedly 
independent men have come together 
and banded 
themselves into active 
unions, societies, farm bureaus, and so 
forth, for no sufficient cause. 
Investigation of the subject conclu­ 
sively proves that, while there is much 
overstatement of grievances and mis­ 
conception of remedies, the farm ers 
are right In complaining of wrongs 
long endured, and right In holding that 
it Is feasible to relieve their Ills with 
benefit to the rest of the community. 
This being the case of an Industry 
that contributes, in the row m aterial 
form alone, about one-third of the na­ 
tional annual wealth production and 
is the means of livelihood of about 49 
p - cent of the population, It is ob­ 
vious that the subject is one of grave 
concern. 
Not only do the farm ers 
make up one-half of the nation, but 
the well-being of the other half de­ 
pends upon them. 
So long as we have nations, a wise 
poHtcial economy will aim at a large 
degree of national self-sufficiency and 
self-containment. 
Rome fell when the 
food supply was too far removed from 
the belly. 
Like her, we shall destroy 
our own agriculture and extend our 
sources of food distantly and precari­ 
ously, lf we do not see to it th at our 
farm ers are well and fairly paid for 
their services. 
The farm gives the 
nation men as well as food. 
Cities 
derive their vitality and are forever 
renewed from the country, but an Im* I 
poverished countryside exports intelli­ 
gence 
and 
retains 
unintelligence. 
Only the lower grades of m entality 
and character will remain on, or seek, 
the farm , unless agriculture Is capable 
of being pursued with contentm ent and " 
adequate compensation. Hence, to em­ 
bitter and Impoverish the fan n er Is to 
dry up and 
contam inate the vital 
sources of the nation. 
The w ar showed convincingly how 
dependent the nation is on the full 
productivity of the farms. 
Despite 
herculean efforts, agricultural produc­ 
tion kept only a few weeks or months 
ahead of consumption, and th at only 
by Increasing the acreage of certain 
staple crops at the cost of reducing 
that of others. 
We ought not to fo r­ 
get that lesson when we ponder on 
the farm er’s problems. They are truly 
common problems, and there should 
be no attem pt to deal with them as 
lf they were purely selfish demands 
of a clear-cut group, antagonistic to 
the rest of the community. 
R ather 
should we consider agriculture in the 
light of broad national policy. Just 
as we consider oil, coal, steel, dye­ 
stuffs, and so forth, as sinews of na­ 
tional strength. 
Our growing popula­ 
tion and a higher standard of living 
demand Increasing food supplies, and 
more wool, cotton, hides, and the rest. 
With the disappearance of free or 
cheap fertile land, additional acreage 
and increased yields can come only 
from costly effort. 
This we need not 
expect from an impoverished or un­ 
happy rural population. 
It wlil not do to take a narrow view 
of the rurs^ discontent, or to appraise 
It from the standpoint of yesterday. 
This is peculiarly an age of flux and 
change and new deals. 
Because a 
thing always has been so no longer 
means that it Is righteous, or always 
shall be b o . 
More, perhaps, than ever 
before, there Is a widespread feeling 
that all human relations can be im­ 
proved by taking thought, and that it 
Is not becoming for the reasoning ani­ 
mal to leave his destiny largely to 
chance and natural incidence. 
Prudent and orderly adjustm ent of 
production and distribution In accord­ 
ance with consumption is recognized 
as wise m anagement in every business 
bot th at of farming. 
Yet, I venture 
to say, there Is no other Industry In 
which it is bo im portant to the pub­ 
lic—to the elty-dweller—that produc­ 
tion should be sure, steady, and In­ 
creasing, and that distribution should 
be in proportion to the need. The un­ 
organized farm ers naturally act blind­ 
ly and 
impulsively and, 
in 
conse­ 
quence, surfeit and dearth, accom pa­ 
nied by disconcerting prlce-variations, 
harass the consumer. One year pota­ 
toes rot in the fields because of excess 
production, and there Is a scarcity of 
the tilings that have been displaced 
to make way for the expansion of the 
potato acreage; next year the punish­ 
ed farm ers mass their fields on some 
other crop, and potatoes enter the 
class of luxuries; and so on. 
Agriculture is the greatest and fun­ 
damentally the most Important of our 
American Industries. 
The cities are 
but the branches of the tree of na­ 
tional life, the roots of which go deep­ 
ly Into the land. 
We all flourish or 
decline with the farmer. So, when we 
of the cities read of the present uni­ 
versal distress of the farm ers, of a 
.slump of six billion dollars in the fan* 
value of their crops in a single year, 


strikes, and demand legislation 
abolishing 
grain 
exchanges, 
private 
cattle m arkets, and the like, we ought 
not hastily to brand them as economic 
heretics and highwaymen, and hurl at 
them the charge of being seekers of 
special privilege. 
R ather, we should 
ask if their trouble is not ours, and 
see what can be done to improve the 
situation. 
Purely 
from self-interest, 
lf for no higher motive, we should 
help them. All of us want to get back 
permanently to “norm alcy;” but Is It 
reasonable to hope for that condition 
unless our greatest and most basic In­ 
dustry can be put on a sound and solid 
permanent foundation? 
The farm ers j 
are not entitled to special privileges; 
but are they not right in demanding 
that they be placed on an equal foot­ 
ing with the buyers of their products 
and with other industries?
